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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . If applicant desires priority under 35 U.S.C. 120 based upon a previously filed 
application, specific reference to the earlier filed application must be made in the instant 
application. For benefit claims under 35 U.S.C. 120, 121 or 365(c), the reference must 
include the relationship (i.e., continuation, divisional, or continuation-in-part) of the 
applications. This should appear as the first sentence of the specification following the 
title, preferably as a separate paragraph unless it appears in an application data sheet. 
The status of nonprovisional parent application(s) (whether patented or abandoned) 
should also be included. If a parent application has become a patent, the expression

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 23-30 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. There is no effective biocide shown at the 500 
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ppm level. As a matter of fact only biocides, which are effective between 40 and 400 
ppm, are shown in the specification. See Tables 1-3. 

4. Claims 1-18 and 21-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. There is no mention in the 
specification of a "cationic compound in an amount effective for preventing 
biodeteriogenic microbe contamination". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

5. Claims 1, 6, 10, 15 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Umemura et al. 4,902,503. 

6. Umemura et al. disclose a blend of a cationic latex and a silver compound in 
claims 7-1 1, protective colloid in column 5, lines 4-10 and other latices and adhesives in 
column 5, lines 30-40. Since the "effective amount" is new matter, the cationic 
compound does not have to have biocidal properties and the silver compound serves as 
the "other industrial biocide". Applicants' claims are not novel. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claim 19 and 20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
